FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 

LESS THAN LAST YEAR'S. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 5.—Decid- 
uous fruit shipments from California 
to eastern points so far this season 
show a falling off as compared with the 
same period last year. The decrease is 
6,110,000 pounds, or 225 carloads. Up to 
last Monday the shipments this season 
amounted to 4710 cars, or 122,226,000 
pounds. For the same period of last 
year there were sent east 4936 carloads, 
or 128,336,000 pounds. 

It is said the decrease this year is 
mainly due to the short crop of early 
peaches. There is a very large crop 
of grapes this year and hundreds of 
carioads are to be sent East. This will 
swell the season's shipments to more 
than last year’s total carloads.
